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A  P.  C.  graduate,  lonely  in  the 
fighting  of  the  war  zone  in  the 
Pacific  during  World  War  II,  re- 
ceived news  that  an  associate  of 
his  student  days  had  been  kill- 
ed in  action.  The  young  officer 
began  thinking  of  the  most  suit- 
able tribute  he  could  make  to 
the  memory  of  his  fallen  friend. 
He  recalled  the  happy  compan- 
ionship of  their  college  days  and 
decided  that  the  best  memorial 
would  be  a  social  center  where 
the  student  body  here  would  have 
even  better  opportunities  for 
pleasant  associations.  The  origi- 
nator of  this  idea  wanted  no 
special  recognition  for  himself 
but  he  wrote  to  alumni  in  ser- 
vice and  found  that  most  of  them 
knew  of  battle  losses  of  alumni 
who   deserved   memorials. 

Gifts,  mostly  in  Series  F,  U.  S. 
Bonds,  came  from  battle  areas 
where  P.  C.  men  were  fighting 
throughout  the  world.  As  most 
of  the  alumni  in  war  service  were 
young  and  had  only  their  cur- 
rent salaries,  the  gifts  were  num- 
erous but  not  large  enough  to 
make  possible  the  start  of  con- 
struction. Cash  gifts  were  de- 
posited on  interest,  bonds  were 
held  for  maturity,  and  both  pin- 
cipal  and  interest  are  now  avail- 
able to  apply  on  a  new  building 
which  can  be  the  memorial  a- 
bout  which  so  many  of  you 
dreamed  while  in  the  far  places 
of  the  earth. 

Some  former  students  who 
were  little  able  to  contribute 
during  the  war  can  now  donate 
to  this  cause  by  participating  in 
the  Diamond  Jubilee  Campaign. 
Every  alumnus  who  contributes 
to  the  Alumni  Memorial  Build- 
ing will  have  lasting  satisfaction 
that  he  has  helped  in  a  great 
campus  need  and  has  paid  a  fit- 
ting tribute  to  the  gallant  men 
who  brought  luster  to  the  alum- 
ni rolls  by  paying  their  last  full 
measure  of  devotion  to  duty. 
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Jubilee  Development  Program  Reaches 
$326,697  In  Opening  Months  of  Campaign 

•  Four  More  Regions  Now  Aim  For  $209,000 


The  Presbyterian  College  Di- 
amond Jubilee  I  '  i  pro- 
gram stands  at  $326,697  after 
completion  of  campaigns  in  the 
Atlanta  area  and  the  home  reg- 
ion of  Laurens  and  Newberry 
counties. 

Four  more  regions,  meanwhile, 
are  in  various  stages  of  their 
drives  to  add  a  combined  total 
of  $209,000  within  the  next  few 
weeks.  The  Augusta-Aiken  area 
already  has  begun  solicitations 
for  a  $49,000  goal,  and  the  Green- 
ville and  Spartanburg  regions 
are  organizing  to  shoot  at  $100,000 
and  $60,000  respectively. 

And  stretching  ahead  for  the 
remainder  of  1956  are  12  other 
drives  throughout  two  states  as 
PC  moves  toward  its  goal  of 
$750,000  from  the  controlling 
Synods    of    Georgia    and    South 


Carolina    this   year. 

Atlanta  Presbyterians  brought 
in  $107,094  to  be  added  to  the 
$221,603  solicited  in  the  home 
region  and  in  the  form  of  sev- 
eral early  special  gifts  else- 
where. 

Alumni  and  non-alumni  Pres- 
byterians alike  have  thrown 
their  support  behind  the  develop- 
ment program,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  such  co-chairmen  as 
these:  Augusta  region — Earl  C. 
Hollingsworth,  Sr.,  and  the  Rev. 
Robert  Strong;  Aiken  region — 
Andrew  J.  Cothran  and  the  Rev. 
J.  Luke  Goodwin;  Greenville  re- 
gion— H.  Grice  Hunt  and  the 
Rev.  Phillips  Noble;  and  Spar- 
tanburg region — E.  Clifton  Lan- 
caster of  Spartanburg  and  the 
Rev.  W.  T.  Mason  of  Gaffney.

Fran  aims  for  "real  variety."  whether  it  be  a  t< 
twisting  judo  demonstration  or  one  of  the  week- 
end jaunts  she  and  her  director,  Chad  Mason,  make 
as  often  as  they  can.  They  travel  via  an  interna- 
tional cargo  airline — which  explains  the  bulls — 
and  keep  a  frantic  pace,  filming,  collecting  inter- 
views and  mementos,  then  are  back  in  time  for 
Monday's  program  .  .  .  Fran  claims  that  her  flair 
for  the  dramatic  and  the  unpredictable  are  family 
traits.  Her  acting  parents  met  when  they  were 
playing  romantic  leads  in  a  show,  decided  to  con- 
tinue the  act  off-stage.  Fran  cut  her  teeth  on  the 
minstrel  shows,  operettas  and  dances  that  Mother 
or  "Pop"  Farrell  were  always  staging.  Leads  in 
plays  and  ballets  kept  her  busy  through  high  school 
in  Wilkes-Barre,  Pennsylvania.

McQueen    Held    Briefly    by   Russians 

Lt.  James  T.  "Moon"  McQueen  '54  stepped  briefly  into  the  inter- 
national spotlight   last   fall   through   a  Berlin   brush   with   the  Russians. 

While  he  was  serving  as  escort  to  two  American  congressmen  in 
the  East  German  zone,  the  party  was  held  at  pistol  point  at  the 
Russion  War  Memorial  Center  in  Treptow.  Police  contended  they 
had  violated  the  laws  of  the  Communist  state  by  using  an  automobile 
equipped  with  a  two-way  radio. 

A  policeman  demanded  the  car  keys,  but  McQueen  took  them 
from  the  driver  and  refused  to  turn  them  over  to  the  Red.  The  police- 
man then  pulled  his  pistol  and  cocked  it,  whereupon  the  PC  alumnus 
decided  to  obey  his  demand.
